DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first Office Action for application number 10/710,320, Quick Fixing 
System for an Electric Distribution Box, filed on 7/1/04. Claims 1 and 2 are pending. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

The claim recites "an electric distribution box" in the preamble and then states 
"said electric distribution box" in the claim body and it is unclear whether the electric 
distribution box is Intended to be a positive limitation of the claim or if it is merely a 
suggested environment for use. 

Also, it is not clear whether "support" is intended to be a positive limitation of the 
claim or merely an environment for use of the holding bracket. 

Appropriate con"ection and clarification is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his inventton. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter whicl> 

applicant regards as the invention. 
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The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

This example list below Is not intended to be exhaustive all errors should be 
corrected. 

Examples" 

Claim 1 : "which is materialized in metal sheef 

Claim 1: "in addition to being duly configured for its adaptation and fixing" 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the intermediate catches" in line 1 1 . There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "Z axis direction" in line 13. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "the Y/Z axes " in line 15. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim 1 recites, "which is materialized in a metal sheet" and it is unclear as to 
which element the metal sheet is in reference to, "the support", "the extension" or "the 
electrical distribution box". 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A. person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
United States Patent No 6576837 to Pimentel. 

Pimental discloses applicant's basic inventive concept including a electrical 
distribution box (Switch, See Col. 3, line 55) having a duly oriented extension (32) in 
correspondence with the location of a sheet metal support (30, See Col. 3 line 3 for 
material), the extension (30) having a free end arranged with two end catches (40) in a 
U-shaped configuration (the catches are U-shaped) and two other catches (fastener that 
go in aperture 38) which are coplanar to each other and perpendicular to the other two 
catches (40), the support having complementary intermediate notches (See Drawing 
Below) to correspond to the end catches (40), the support also having two end tabs (28) 
on the free complementary edge for being internally adapted to the end catches (40), 
wherein the one pair of catches immobilize the box in the Z-axis direction and the other 
pair of catches immobilize it on the Y/Z axes. 
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Conclusion
